The Court of Appeals Has Just Settled Who 



Every now and then some dental stu- 
dent starts to practice the profession be 
fore graduation and before he has been 
en a certificate by the State Examin 
i; and upon this point the Court of Ap 
peals has just handed down a decision 
in a case taken up from Breckinridge 
>unty. 

Judge Hazlerigg, dfliveringthe opinion 
of the Court, holds- 

First-The act of May, 1HD3, regulating 
the practice of dentistry docs not repeal 
the former statutes on that subject, but 
the acts of 1878, 188B and 1893 are to be 
regarded as constituting a consistent and 
homogeneous body of laws touching the 
practice of that profession. 

Second— An indictment charging the 
accused with practicing dentistry without 
having first procured a certificate of qual- 
ifications from the Board of Examiners of 
the Kentucky State Dental Association, 
is good, and to so practice is a misde- 
meanor under the statute. 

Third— Every dentist, no matter when 
he began to practice or how long he has 
continued it, is now required to have a 
certificate from that Board before he can 
legally engage in his business.

r, April 23. -The bank- 
ruptcy bill passed by the senate Thurs- 
day wm framed by Senator Nelson, of 
Minnesota, and la simple compared 
with the Torrey bilL Tbe bill pro- 
vides that any debtor other than a 
corporation owing *200 or more who la 
unable to pay his debts may file 
petition in the district court of the 
United State* offering to surrender all 
his property for the payment of hia 
debts except suck aa is exempt by the 
law of his domicile. 

The petition shall give a schedule of 
all property, exempt and unexempt, 
and of all creditors and the amount 
and nature of the debts, and the peti- 
tioner shall offer to surrender all his 
unexempt property for a full discharge 
from his debts and liabilities. The 
petition shall be heard by the court In 
not less than 30 or more than N days. 
If the court upholds the petition 
the estate is transferred to an 
••assignee" for settlement, creditors 
can resist the proceedings before 
the court on certain enumerated 
groamda of fraud, preference to cred- 
itors, etc. Preferences four months 
prior to filing bankruptcy petitions 
are void and transfers of property 
within six months are void. Provision 
is made for distributing the estate 
among creditors. After the settle- 
ment, the conrt gives a tlnal decree, 
discharging the bankrupt from all 
liabilities to any of the creditors de- 
scribed In the schedule who may be- 
come a party to the proceedings.
